WHY  I  GO  TO  CHURCH  ON  RAINY 
SUNDAYS 


Frances  Ridley  Havergal's  admirers, 
whose  name  is  legion,  will  read  with  in- 
terest the  following  lines  from  her  pen : 

I  attend  church  on  rainy  Sundays  be- 


1.  God  has  blessed  the  Lord's  day  and 
hallowed  it,  making  no  exceptions  for 
rainy  Sundays. 

2.  I  expect  my  minister  to  be  there. 
1  should  be  surprised  if  he  were  to  stay 
at  home  for  the  weather. 

3.  If  his  hand  fail  through  weakness, 
I  shall  have  great  reason  to  blame  my- 
self unless  I  sustain  him  by  my  prayer 
and  presence. 

4.  By  staying  away  I  lose  the  prayers 
which  may  bring  God's  blessings,  and 
the  sermon  that  would  have  done  me 
great   good. 

5.  My  presence  is  more  needful  on 
Sundays  when  there  are  few  than  on 
those  days  when  the  church  is  crowded. 

6.  Whatever  station  I  hold  in  the 
church,  my  example  must  influence  oth- 
ers.   If  I  stay  away,  why  may  not  they? 

7.  On  any  important  business  rainy 
weather  does  not  keep  me  at  home,  and 
church  attendance  is,  in  God's  sight, 
very  important. 

8.  Among  the  crowds  of  pleasure 
seekers  I  see  that  no  weather  keeps  the 
delicate  female  from  the  ball,  the  party 
or  the  concert. 

9.  Among  other  blessings,  such 
weather  will  show  me  on  what  founda- 
tion my  faith  is  built.  It  will  prove 
how  much  I  love  Christ.  True  love  rare- 
ly fails  to  meet  an  appointment. 

10.  Those  who  stay  away  from  church 
because  it  is  too  warm  or  too  cold,  or 
too  rainy,  frequently  absent  themselves 
on  fair  Sundays. 

11.  Though  m}^  excuses  satisfy  my- 
self, they  still  must  undergo  God's 
scrutiny,  and  they  must  be  well  ground- 
ed to  bear  that.     (Luke  14:18.) 

12.  There  is  a  special  promise  that 
where  two  or  three  meet  together  in 
God's  name  he  will  be  in  the  midst  of 
them. 

13.  An  avoidable  absence  from  the 
church  is  an  infallible  evidence  of  spir- 
itual decay.  Disciples  first  follow 
Christ  at  a  distance,  and  then,  like 
Peter,  do  not  know  him. 

14.  Such  yielding  to  surmountable 
difficulties  prepares  for  yielding  to 
those  merely  imaginary  until  thousands 
never    enter    a    church,    and   yet   they

think  they  have  good  reason  for  such 
neglect. 

15.  I  know  not  how  many  more  Sun- 
days God  may  give  me,  and  it  would  be 
a  poor  preparation  for  my  first  Sunday 
in  heaven,  to  have  slighted  my  last 
Sunday  on  earth. — Ex. 


Frank  Cour  died  at  the  family  resi- 
dence, 1016  E.  Jefferson  street,  Satur- 
day morning,  January  22nd,  after  a  lin- 
gering illness  of  a  year  or  longer.  He 
was  born  at  Buffalo,  N.  Y.,  December 
23,  1854.  He  was  aged  61  years  and 
29  days.  He  came  with  his  parents  to 
Fort  Wayne  at  an  early  age.  He  was 
married  to  Miss  Margaret  Louis  Petz- 
inger  May  13,  1885.  He  was  in  the  em- 
ploy of  the  Fort  Wayne  Traction  com- 
pany for  many  years.  About  a  year 
ago  his  health  failed  and  he  never  re- 
gained his  strength.  While  feeling 
much  better  at  times,  there  was  a  grad- 
ual decline,  until  finally  the  end  came. 
Mr.  Cour  was  a  quiet  and  unassuming 
man,  and  had  many  friends.  He  loved 
his  home  and  spent  his  evenings  and 
leisure  hours  in  the  home  with  his 
family. 

He  was  baptized  in  his  infancy  and 
at  an  early  age  united  with  the  church 
of  his  parents.  While  for  some  years 
he  was  not  actively  identified  with  the 
church,  he  was  in  sympathy  with  the 
church.  He  believed  in  the  church  and 
in  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  and  in  the 
word  of  God.  The  evening  before  his 
death  we  spent  an  hour  or  more  with 
him  in  his  home  and  engaged  in  prayer 
with  him.  He  felt  he  might  soon  be 
able  to  come  to  the  church,  when  he 
could  in  a  public  way  renew  his  cove- 
nant with  the  Lord.  We  did  not  then 
have  any  apprehension  that  the  end 
was  so  near  at  hand. 

The  funeral  services  were  held  at  the 
home  Monday  afternoon,  January  24th. 
The  wife,  two  daughters,  one  son,  a 
grandson  and  one  sister  survive  him. 

The  family  has  our  sympathy  and 
prayers  in  their  sorrow  and  bereave- 
ment. 


The  directors  of  Hope  Hospital  held 
a  meeting  on  Tuesday  evening,  Febru- 
ary 28.  At  this  meeting  the  new  direc- 
tors representing  some  twenty  of  the 
Protestant  churches  in  the  city  and  two 
Jewish  congregations,  went  into  office. 
The  new  board  organized  by  electing 
the  following  officers :  President,  A.  G. 
Burry;  vice-president,  D.  N.  Foster; 
secretary,  J.  R.  Mitchel;  treasurer,  A. 
A.  Berry.  These  officers  constitute  the 
executive  committee  and  will  have  an 
advisory  board  constituted  by  one  rep- 
resentative from  each  denomination  in 
the  corporation.  Mr.  Ingham,  treasurer 
of  the  former  board  of  directors,  was 
made  a  member  of  this  advisory  board. 
He  reported  at  this  meeting  that  the 
entire  indebtedness  of  the  hospital  had 
been  provided  for,  and  the  new  organi- 
zation would  start  with  $20,000  in  the 
bank  and  $55,000  in  bona  fide  subscrip- 
tions toward  the  new  hospital  building. 
It  was  through  Mr.  Ingham's  persis- 
tent efforts  that  provision  was  made  for 
this  debt.  Miss  Albright,  the  present 
superintendent  of  the  hospital,  will 
likely  be  retained  in  her  office  under 
the  new  management.  Hope  Hospital 
has  for  many  years  had  one  of  the  best 
training  schools  for  nurses  in  the  state 
and  has  had  a  good  patronage  and  has 
done  a  good  work.  With  the  co-opera- 
tion of  all  these  churches,  pledging 
their  moral  support  and  patronage,  the 
hospital  will  start  out  on  a  new  era  of 
usefidness.  The  relocation  of  the  hos- 
pital and  the  erection  of  the  new  build- 
ing have  not  yet  been  considered  by  the 
new  directors.
